The Day, we contend, exercises a distinct influence in the direction: of Religion, 
which would be utterly wanting were the Great Fast abolished, or the austerity 
of its rites weaktned. 


Those who are acquainted with the liturgies both of the German and the 
Portuguese Jews must have had their attention directed afresh during the recent 
Holydays to the many points in which the Prayer Book of the latter excels that 
of the former. I) spite the modifications which have been introduced. into the 
German Machsor during the last few years, it still contains many objec 
tionable Piyufim, This is the case, more particularly, with the liturgy for New 
Year and the Day of Atonement. The Portuguese Prayer Book for those ocea- 
sions is almost entirely free from such blemishes. The prayers are, for the most 
part, of the simplest character, and their total bulk compares favourably with 
the huge proportions of the German liturgy . This. latter circumstance perm! 
of the prayers being read aloud in their entirety by the Minister, and obviates 
the “ gabble”’ which so greatly disfigures the Services in the synagogues of the 
Ashke nazim. If the Grerm in whsor conld be retin vd at an the basis of the 
Sephardic liturgy it would be vastly improved. 


Another point of difference between the two liturgies is the frequency of 
congregational hymns in the Portuguese, and their infrequency in the G rman, 
Prayer Book. The Ashkenazim have little to match with the yy Ay and the 
a> aN. for example, which afford excellent opportunities for congregational 
singing. Indeed, the difference is a fundamental one affecting the Prayer Books 
In their entirety. Keven the ordinary Sabbath Service of the Sephardim is tnarke 7 
by far more congregational singing than that of the Germans. The Portuguese 
are accustomed, for instanee, to sing tx, 4 portion of and 
whereas the Ashkenazim read these passages to themselves. The point. is not 
without importance ; for the more congregational singing is encouraged, and the 
musical vagaries of the Chazan restricted, the greater the attraction which the Ser- 
vice will have for the worshippers. The interest in the Service displayed by 
Sephardic Jew, the heartiness with which he joins in the singing, offer a strong 
contrast to the listlessness and indifference which too often characterise the

A second edition has been issued of Dr. Jellinck’s admirable collection of 
French, Polish and (rerman proverbs about the Jews. <A pr verb is. a nation’s 
wisdom in epigrammatic form, and while it may only give a half-truth, it is 
generally, if we may say so, the better half of the truth.

“REVISION REASONS.” 
EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sin,—I bey to thank you for so prominently noticing my book “ Revision Rea- 
sons.” us est et ab hoste and I should have felt myself decidedly a 


gainer by any practical suggestion, however severely expressed by an authority 
naturally so well qualitied

But you must, I fear, have glanced but very superficially 
at the work, perhaps, because deterred ty the transliteration you so painfully 
describe. If [Shave erred in presenting the original in this form, I have done so ia 
company with the Revisers, with Bishop Wordsworth, Girdlestone, Driver, Selig 
Newman, Hyam, Henry, and many others who have written, as the last three, for 
Jewish eyes. No congress of Orientalists has fixed a system of transliteration for 
Hebrew, as has been partly done for Egyptian and cuneiform : and neither are the 
tevisers consistent, nor is the writer in the Erypositer, with regard to the system 
adopted in each ease, That employed in “ Revision Reasons " differs but very little 
from that of the grammar written by an eminent Hebrew Professor, himself a Re- 
viser, and the reasons for some shortcomings shared with all such attempts are 
plainly stated in the introduction, To have given the actual Hebrew in its own 
character would have been, as you must know, far easier for me, somewhat more 
agreeable to the afflicted “ scholar,’ considerably more costly, and fatal to the use 
of the book except by students of the language, while a more elaborate transliter4- 
tion would have made it as repulsive to ordinary eyes as the Fonetik Nuz, 

In illustration of the statement that the reasons are very often conspicuous by 
their absence, you cits Lev. i., 28, but that chapter ends with v.17. And, in the 
haste inseparable from some kind of review work, you may have failed to observe 
that when a change in expresion occurs often, it is explained once or twice, and 
afterwards noted by reference, or assumed to have become familiar, as with many 
words of which the original forms have been learned by repetition ; and that, tu 
avoid more repetition, a special list of such instances is provided. When 4 simple 
literal or almost literal translation takes the place of an inaccurate rendering, ©

You speak of the plates as containing much that is superfluous. Tadmit a 
single instance, occupying /a/f a line, which might have been omitted, so far as the 
Revision is concerned, but as the passage in which it occurs has been altered, it 
eepemed at least harmless to add this small note. I! am comforted hy re ading that 
youassign some value to the list of amac Aeyopeva (this trans'iterated by yourself!) 
though perhaps regretting that you ignore that of the 70 renderings, yet find a place 
in most “scholarly ’ works in this department of criticism. 

You state that it is not made clear which are the respective versions, the fact 
being that,as in the very case you later refer to with commendation, every note begins 
with the rendering of the Revised Version, the A. V. being always expressly noted 
if wiven, 

lam in no way dismayed by the formidable rival?” The “scholarly papers,” 
excellent as they are in some respects, will, if continued on the same scale, have 
dismissed the whole of the Pentateuch. so far as changes in the text are concerned 
in less than forty pages, by no means tightly packe!, Of thirty notes giving no 
actual information on this subject, twenty-three refer to passazves not changed by 
the Revivers, one refers the reader to the Revisers’ preface for all instruction, one 
summarises in four linea the conterits of five chaptors, one simply states the con- 
nection of a verse with that preceding it, three refer the student solely to his own 
intelligence, informing him that the passages referred to require no comment, and 
one violates English grammar, but in such a way that the compositor may, perhaps, 
he held responsible. Further, though I note with rezret some typozraphical 
errors in my own book, I see, with no less regret, in these papers syme mistakes 
and inconsistencies in the Hebrew as printed, which the scholar not reading hia 
own proofs must observe ata glance, And while the notes in these papers certainly 
give to educated persons who are able to read Hebrew, pointed and unpointed, and 
according to two systems of transliteration, and who can utilise Syriac and Arabic 
references, much interesting matter quite outside the sc ype of Revision, they have 
ro far added nothing to the information I have given, much of which was in type, 
as all of it was r¢ ad for press severa! weeks hefore the first of these papers ary ared, 

If you had kindly, or otherwise, pointed out inaccuracies or omissions in my 
account of authorities, inany'of the four lists of special changes, or in my notes 
on the grammar, including the accents and on the division and panctuation of the 
text. if you had indicated error in any of the 2.543 notes and illustrations, cover- 
ing more than 3,000 alterations made in the Pentatench by the Revisers, I should 
have felt under additional obligation to you. That you have not done so, in a 
review, the tone of which is in some respects exceptionally hostile, is very encourag- 
ing, and supports, to my comfort. the letters I have already received from several 
scholars of the highest distinction. The second part of the work is nearly 
ready, and while it will present an appearance modified suitably to the knowledge 
gained by the readers of the first, I fear I must still risk your disapprobation, by 


writing not merely for those towhom Hebrew isa mother tongue ora definite acqui- 


sition, but also and specially fcr persons of ordinary education, who wish to take 


the two versions side by side and ascertain by reference to one book the reason for 


each change. And though scholars may not need this help, even they may some- 
times find it convenient to have the alterations tabulated, and the authorities named 
in special cases, 

When criticism such as sours assails an author who honestly gives to the world 
the fully authenticated results of direct research, his only course is to court a fairer 
jndgment, even though he would have preferred to let his work alone speak for 
itself, 1 therefore. challenge comparison of this collection of notes, as regards 
definite and accurate information, with any compendious book of authority, and Ido 
not in the least fear it in the case you indicate. I adduce as examples common to both, 
Gencsis i,-2,5,.8, 21; iv. 23; ix. 5; xex. 11 ;. 19; zlix,15, 19; Ex. xxv. 5. 
xxvii. 21; Lev. xi. 29 (and the whole of the Natural History notes here referred to 
the Commentaries xvii.

THE JEWS. AND THE EASTERN OUESTION, 


Tue Eastern Question is being asked once more. During this week the eyes 
of all Europe have been turned to the Balkans, where events have happened 
that threaten to revive all the complexities and difficulties which are known 
by the name of the Eastern Question. And with the eyes of Europe the 
eyes and hearts of Jews have turned to the scene of action, for the future of 
many of our brethren in faith has been changed by the skilfully planned and 
successfully achieved revolution in Eastern Roumelia. To all appearance, 
unless war break ont, this event cannot be anything but advantageous to the 
Jews of South-East Europe. Jews, like everyone else, may welcome any 
movement which reduces the anomalies existing in the ancient provjnces of 


the Ottomans. 

There are special reasons why Jews should wish well to Bulgaria. 
Almost alone among the former tributaries of -the Vorte. this young State 
has shared. fre ely and without erudeme, its liberty with its subjects of all 
creeds, Servia has of late years thrown off the reproach of intolerance, Bul- 
garia never had it. Jews take a part in the national life unencumbered by 
any restrictions, They have taken their seat at the Municipal Couneil of 
Sofia. Their schools are inspected by government officials. Jews are electors, 


their rabbis are subventioned, they can become officers in the army,

pen to the Graxp Rapni. the laws are the same for all.’- Nor-has this

A difficulty which arose in connection with 
the market-day being fixed on Saturday was got rid of by the personal inter- 
vention of the Prixcz.

have nothing to complain of in Bulgaria, and it is almost the sole country in 
South-Eastern Europe of which so much ean be said. On the other hand it 
must be granted that Turkey has been more lenient in its treatment of is 
Jews than most of the neighbouring States. Thus our sympathies are to an 
extent evenly divided. If the balance dips in favour of Bulgaria it is becanse 
the young State has a future before it, while its former Suzerain ean only 
stave off the day of dissolution for a few years longer. 

livery change in the countries south of the Danube shifts the balance of 
power and in this way affects the condition and prospects of the Jews of 
those parts, What effect 
will the recent revolution have upon the Roumanians ? It would require pro- 
phetic gifts of a high order or unparalleled political sagacity to foretell this 
with any degree of certainty. The presence of arrival State of the importance 
which will attach to the Two Bulgarias cannot but serve as a useful check on 
Roumania. 


The centre of interest for us. is still Roumania. 


Whether the commercial rivalry of the two States may lead toa 
modification of Roumanian severities against the Jews it wou'd be hard to 
say. All conjectures are premature till we know what Turkey is going to 
do, whether she will let go another large slice of her territory or will fight 
for every inch of it, 

Among the contingencies which cannot fail to oceur, whatever the result 
of the present inbrog/io, must be a.“ review” of the Treaty of Berlin by the 


Powers. If Roumania hopes to cet anything farther she wil! prohably meet 


with a fitting Nemesis for her treatment of the Jews. The Muropean Powers 
could not stultify themselves by giving any additional advantages to Roumania 
when that country has defied the mandate of Europe and refused to earry out 
the conditions on which it reeeived ita freedom. If it attempts at all to 
approach the Powers with any request it must renew its promise to redress 
the wrongs of the ews and give this time substantial cuarantees that it will 
re dress them. Experience has taught us 


the elastic nature of the Rouma- 
nian conscience and ecole of honour, and forawarned-is forearmed. It will be 
the province of Western Jews to see that Roumanian Jews shall have their 
case adequately presented if any “review” of the Berlin Treats unider- 
taken. It is needless to say that great eaution will have to be exercised in 
doing this... The irritation against Jews would be intense if by their means 
any advance of Roumamia were prevented. However, their cause is a just one 
anil it Cannot be pressed too strongly. 

Wetuarn with greater interest to the plucky 
attempt of Bulgaria to wrest from the Sick Man, who has shown himself so 
formidabie in his sickness,

Turkey has 
rather inwisels discouraged Jewish immigration. This action will pro- 
bably be found to be as impolitie as it is unjust. Palestinian Jews have no 
interest outside Palestine and could not, therefore, afford any opportunity for 
political intrigue.

Whilst according to the new 
University atatutcs Jews were only excluded from the receipt of stipends which 
were paid from the Crown Treasury--an exclusion of which we had no idea 
until last year—an order has just been issued by the Minister of Public Instruction 
that henceforth no stipends whatever, be they public or Private, shall be eranted 
to Jews, But what is still worse 1s the putting into practice of the order, by which 
the number of Jewish students in any of the High Schools is limited to a certain 
proportion of the entire number. The result is that in many a gymnasium, where 
this percentage has been reached, no more Jewish pupils will be admitted. What 
the proportion is has not yet been made known; it appears to be a profound seeret. 
Some speak of 15 percent. of Jewish pupils; this would not be at all illiberal, seeing 
that we scarcely form 5 per cent. of the total ponulation, if all the high educational 
establishments in the Empire were equally accessible to us. But it is only a few of 
the schools connected with the Ministry of Pablic Instruction, and these only in 
the * area of settlement.’ that are open te the Jews, whilst we are nltowether excluded 
from schools connected with other ministerial departments such as those of War and 
Domains. The prospects for the Jewish youth are, therefore, of a mo-t wnfavour- 
able character.
